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THE PRESIDENT AND FIUME. 
The persons who cannot see 
why 
President \V ilson holds out so stoutly 
on the Fiume issue when he yielded 
in the m atter of the Sarre valley and 
in the m atter of Shantung are 
not 
quite j u s t 
In the first 
place, 
the 
President yielded reluctantly on the 
¡Sarre and on Shantung; but something 
h ad to be conceded in order to make 
any progress possible. 
Because cer­ 
tain concessions were thus made un­ 
d er the pressure of necessity, it does 
not follow that unlimited concessions 
should be made. 
Too many conces­ 
sions would not result in a workable, 
fairly satisfactory 
compromise 
be­ 
tween the new ideals of diplomacy 
and the old methods; too many con­ 
cessions would mean that the settle­ 
m ent represented simply a surrender 
to the old methods. 
The President conceded what he 
was compelled to concede 
and 
no 
-m ore. 
He drew the line as soon as he 
could and he stuck by it. 
Mooreover, 
it is not true that the concession he is 
asked to make in regard to Fiume is 
on all fours with the concessions he 
m ade as to the Sarre and Shantung. 
The Sarre valley was territory which 
was taken from Germany, the beaten 
enemy; so was Shantung, which was 
taken by the Japanese 
armies 
not 
from China but from Germany. 
If, 
however, Fiume is given to Italy, 
it 
will have been taken not from the 
enemy against whom the Allies and 
America fought but from the Jugo­ 
slavs who were artd are the friends 
of the Allies. And, in addition, Fiume 
is vastly more important 
to 
Jugo- 
Slovia than the Sarre valley was to 
Germ any or than Shantung 
was 
to 
China. 
Germany can exist without 
the Sarre basin and China can exist 
without the Shantung penili ,uia; 
but 
it is very 
doubtful 
w hether 
Jugo­ 
slavia can exist it Fiume is taken from 
her in fact if not formally. 


MR. ROOT IN THE LEAGUE. 
Elthu Root, who was named as 
a 
delegate at large to the Republican 
National Convention, has declined to 
serve. 
His reason for declining the 
appointment is his decision to accept 
a place on the 
committee 
of 
the 
League of Nations which is to prepare 
a plan of organization for an inter­ 
national court of justice. 
This is a most interesting develop­ 
ment. 
Mr. Root is generally consid­ 
ered the ablest man in the Republican 
party. 
It is a m atter of very great im­ 
portance and a fact which is bound to 
make a deep impression 011 the coun­ 
try that, at a time when the Republi­ 
can party in the Senate is attem pting 
to bring about the 
defeat 
of 
the 
League of Nations, Mr. Root should 
accept an appointment from and 
a 
position in the League. 
It is impossible to conceive 
of 
a 
sharper rebuff than this to the leader­ 
ship which has controlled the course 
of the Republicans up to this time. 
It 
is rendered all the more significant by 
the tact that Mr. Root regarded his 
new post in the League as of such im­ 
portance that, in order to be free to 
accept it, he declined to be a delegate 
at large to his party’s National Con­ 
vention.
